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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . This action is responsive to amendment filed 2/25/04. 

2. Claims 1-3, 5-16, 18-49 are pending in the application. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1 , 26, 43, the prior art does not teach a recirculating texture unit including 
a texture coordinate processor, a texture mapper and a texture data feedback path that 
recirculates selected texture mapped from the texture mapper back to the coordinate 
processor; a hardware shader that blends selected inputs to provide a calculated color 
or opacity output that is feedback for use as an input to the shader; wherein the texture 
coordinate processor interleaves the processing of direct and indirect texture 
coordinates. 

Claims 14, 18, 39, the prior art does not teach a multi-texturing method 
comprising: passing texture mapping data through a component combining 
arrangement to provide combined textures component outputs; passing the combined 
textured component outputs through the reconfigured but same component combining 
arrangement providing both color and alpha blend operations; wherein the texture 
coordinate processor interleaves the processing of direct and indirect texture 
coordinates. 

Claim 21 , the prior art does not teach a texture coordinate address unit and a 
texture environment unit including combiner circuits, an improvement comprising 
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iteratively reusing the combiner circuits to provide multiple stages, wherein the multiple 
stages provide both color blend and alpha blend operations, wherein the texture 
coordinate processor interleaves the processing of direct and indirect texture 
coordinates. 

Claim 25 comprises the same claimed elements as claim 21. In addition, the prior 
art does not teach computing the combiner circuits by using the claimed equation. 

Claims 28, 33, the prior art does not teach a recirculating texture unit including a 
texture coordinate processor, a texture mapper and a texture data feedback path that 
recirculates selected texture mapped from the texture mapper back to the coordinate 
processor a texture environment unit including combiner circuits, an improvement unit 
configured within the pipeline to process input texture, color and alpha data to provide 
blending, texture, color and alpha, the texture environment including having a feedback 
mechanism, wherein the texture environment provide both color blend and alpha blend 
operations in a same blending operation, wherein the texture coordinate processor 
interleaves the processing of direct and indirect texture coordinates. 

Claim 44, the prior art does not teach a multi-texturing processing subsystem 
provides samples of multiple textures to hardware shader that performs 
blending/shading, wherein the hardware shader recirculates a resulting output for 
performing subsequent blending to provide both color and blend operations, the texture 
coordinate processor interleaves the processing of direct and indirect texture 
coordinates. 
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Claims 45-49, the prior art does not teach a recirculating texturing pipeline 
arrangement having a single texture address coordinate, a single texture retrieval unit, a 
texture lookup data feedback path; a recirculating shade-tree alpha/color blender 
arrangement having a hardware shader connected to receive an output and a feedback 
path from an output of the hardware shader to an input of the shader for recirculating to 
provide an output is fed back for use as an input to the shader, wherein the blender 
arrangement provides both color blend and alpha blend operations, wherein the 
interleaves the processing of direct and indirect texture coordinates.
